Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  ny  Annual 
Report  for  the  yeojr  ending  31st  December,  1956,  and  to  report  that 
in  general  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  has  remained  satisfactory. 

From  a  study  of  the  statistics  relating  to  your 
district,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  live  births  has  fallen 
slightly  from  466  in  1955  to  443  1956,  and  that  the  number  of 

deaths  has  increased  from  46S  in  1955  to  514  in  1956.  When  however 
the  death  rate  has  been  adjusted  for  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
population,  the  ''’Standardised"  death  rate  of  10.2  is  below  that  for 
the  previous  year  and  is  also  below  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  infant  mortality 
rate  of  15. S  is  considerably  below  that  for  England  &  V/ales  (23. S). 

Of  the  seven  babies  under  the  age  of  one  year  who  died  during  1956, 
five  had  congenital  malformations. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  the  incidence  of 
measles  during  the  early  part  of  the  year  was  high,  and  in  all  424 
cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  Only  one  case  ims  admitted  to 
hospital  and  none  died.  Whooping  cough  also  showed  a  rise  from  46 
in  1955  to  107  in  1956,  but  of  these  only  two  needed  to  be  admitted 
to  hospital,  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  only  one  case  of  polionyelitis 
was  notified  during  the  year* 

The  Slum  Clearance  programme  has  progressed  steadily, 
and  during  the  year  57  houses  were  represented  to  the  Council  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  being  made  fit  at 
reasonable  expense. 

I  should  once  again  like  to  express  ny  thanlcs  to  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  &  Surveyor  and  to  the  Council's  Engineer  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.  Tb,e  annual  report  of  the 
Engineer  is  included  with  this  report |  the  report  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector  &  Surveyor  will  be  available  at  a  later  date-, 

Finally,  may  I  take  this,  opportunity  of  expressing 
ny  appreciation  of  the  help  and  support  v/hich  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Public  Health  and  Hc'-.oing  Committee  and  the  Council  have  given 
me,  and  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  staff  for  their  willing 
co-operation  and  assistance  given  to  me  at  all  times.

During  1956  222  male  and  221  female  (total  443)  babies  were 
born.  Compared  with  the  previous  year  the  total  births  showed 
a  decrease  of  23.  The  standardised  rate  per  1,000  estimated 
resident  population  was  15*3,  which  was  only  slightly  lower  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  total  number  of  live  l^irths  registered  in  England  and 
Wales  during  1956  was  699,059,  which  was  34,105  more  than  the 
total  for  1955,  and  represents  a  live  birth  rate  per  1,000 
population  of  15.7.

11.  TUBERGULOSIB 

During  1956,  37  nev7  cases  of  fuborculosis  were  notified  (23  males 
and  14  females).  The  majority  (35)  of  these  cases  were  clinic.ally 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  orid  tho  remainder  (2)  tuberculosis  of  other 
parts  of  the  body.  14  cases  included  in  the  above  figure  were 
patients  who  had  moved  into  the  district  after  the  diagnosis  had  been 
made  elsewhere. 

On  receipt  of  a  notification  of  Tuberculosis  the  housing  conditions, 
milk  supply,  etc.  are  investigated  in  collaboration  x>rith  the  Chest 
Pliysician  a.nd  where  necessary  the  appropriate" recommendations  are  made 
to  tho  Housing  Committee.

(e)  IMMUNISATION  AM)  VACCINATION. 


The  Devon  County  Council  innunisation  scheme  has  now  been 
eactonded  to  include  innunisation  against  v/hooping  cough  and 
poliomyelitis.  The  present  practice  is  to  offer  vaccination  against 
smallpox  at  the  age  of  3  months,  and  to  give  the  three  injections 
of  the  combined  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  immunisation  at  L,, 

5  and  6  months  of  age.  Boosting  doses  are  still  required  against 
diphtheria  at  the  ages  of  5  and  10  A'-oars. 

During  1956,  4^0  children  uoxe  given  a  primary  course  of 
diphtheria  innunisation  and  655  were  given  boosting  doses.  This 
shows  an  increase  pn  the  nunbers  immmiised  during  the  previous 
year,  when  356  children  xrere  given  initial  iim:nnisation  and  554 
received  boosting  doses.

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  covering 
the  work  undertaken  in  the  Engineer’s  Department  daring  the  twelve 
months  ending  31st  March,  1957.
